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President Proposes Draft Lottery, 
End To Most Deferments by 1969 
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Television

SAN ANTONIO, Texas — President Johnson 


announced yesterday that he intends to establish 
a kind of lottery within two years that will de- 
termine which young men are drafted for mili- 
tary service. 


The White House said that at the same time, 


or possibly sooner, the President—unless Con- 
gress inhibits his present freedom of action- 
plans by executive order to decree the follow. 
ing: 


— That 19-year-old men and older men whose 


deferments have expired be the first draft eligi- 
bles exposed to the random call-up each year. 


—That deferments for all graduate students, 


except those preparing to be physicians, dentists 
or ministers, be abolished. 


-.That deferments for fathers and men in so- 


called essential occupations be abolished, and 
that rules governing deferments in other cate- 
gories be tightened and made uniform. 


Johnson left undecided for the time being the 


question of whether undergraduates should be de- 
ferred until they obtain a bachelor's degree. 


In making his intentions known in a message 


to Congress, the President invited the nation to 
debate the issue of college deferments, noting 
that his expert advisers were in disagreement 
on the subject. Officials expect the President to 
make up his mind about student deferments be- 
fore the end of the year. 


Johnson said that in no case would he permit 


college students "to pile deferment on defer- 
ment" to evade the risk of call-up. Even if stu- 
dent deferments are continued, under stricter 
rules, he indicated, each year's eligible gradu- 
ates would be entered in the next lottery pool.

Johnson sent his special message to Congress 


from his ranch near here. He said his planned 
executive actions, combined with a few legisla- 
tive actions that he urged Congress to take, would 
revamp the 20-year-old draft system and meet 
the widespread concern that it has "drifted from 
the original concept of equity." The present draft 
law expires on June 30. 


In particular, the President wrote, the changes 


would eliminate unfairness in the lives t>f some 
young men and remove uncertainty in the minds of 
many others. 


If Congress extends the draft law for another 


four years without new inhibiting amendments, as 
Johnson requested, he will be able to make the 
indicator changes by executive order, without 
further legislative action. 


The problems posed by transition to the new 


system have not yet been thought through, 
officials said, but the chances are that the uew 
rules would not be used to disrupt the plans of 
men deferred under the old rules. Graduate 
students would probably be allowed to complete 
work for the nearest degree. Most holders of 
other deferments would probably retain them. 


Once the new system went into effect, proba- 


bly some time in 1968, deferments would be 
available only to the following: 


Men demonstrating extreme hardship, which 


would be determined under more stringent rules; 
college students in officer training programs who 
are committed to serve on active duty after 
graduation; high school students until graduation 
or age 20; medical and dental students, mini- 
sters and divinity students (now exempt bylaw); 
reservists; sole surviving sons of parents who 
have lost a son in combat; certain elected offi-

CHANCES GOOD, BUT 
Hoffa to Enter Jail

WASHINGTON (AP) - President James R. 


Hoffa of the Teamsters Union lost another 
appeal yesterday to stay out of prison and is 
to start serving an eight-year jury-tampering 
sentence today. 


In a one-sentence ruling, the U.S. Court of 


Appeals denied Hoffa's plea to remain free on 
$75,000 bail pending a decision on a motion 
for a new trial. 


The 54.year.old Hoffa, in almost constant 


trouble with the law during his 10.year reign 
over the giant union, is under a federal district 
court order to surrender to UjS. marshals here 
at 9 a.m. EST today. 


His lawyers could appeal to the Supreme 


Court for a writ of habeas corpus to keep Hoffa 
and three men convicted with him free, but there 
were indications that they would not do so. 


Hoffa was convicted in 1964 in Chattanooga, 


Tenn., of attempting to bribe jurors in an earlier 
case in Nashville, Tenn. That case, involving 
charges that Hoffa shared in a $l.million 
kickback from a trucking firm, ended in a mis. 
trial. 


The three men convicted of jury tampering 


with Hoffa are Larry Campbell, Thomas E. 
Parks and Ewing King. 


Campbell, a Teamsters business representa- 


tive in Detroit, is to surrender there today. King, 
secretary of the Teamsters Nashville local, 
and Parks, a Nashville undertaker's assistant, 
will 
surrender 
in Chattanooga, Teamsters 


sources said. 


"While they lie in jail, one of them (Hoffa) 


for eight years, Pm sure it will be a great 
comfort to them to know that some day they 
might get a hearing," said attorney Daniel 
Maher.

authorities violated Hoffa's legal rights by wire- 
tapping, eavesdropping, suppressing evidence 
and providing prostitutes for jurors in the Chat, 
tanooga case.

possibly be proved."

in a stormy sky Sunday night, 
killing three crew members 
and 35 passengers. 


Residents of the rural north- 


west Ohio area told of hearing 
explosions, then picking their 
way to the crash site through 
fields littered with debris and 
bodies strapped to their seats. 


The plane's stewardess was 


found in her seat some 400 
yards from the main fuselage 
section. Airline officials said 
only extreme 
turbulence or 


some other unusual condition 
would have led her to strap her. 
self in. 


The crash site was sealed off 


yesterday. Airlines officials, 
Civil Aeronautics Board and 
federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents began combing nearly 
a mile square near the crash. 


Snow, sleet and ankle-deep 


mud hampered investigators. 


It was the worst commercial 


domestic air crash since the 
plunge of a West Coast Airlines 
plane. Thirteen passengers and 
five crew members were killed 
in that one near Portland, Ore., 
last Oct. 3. 


All but six of the bodies in 


Sunday's crash were found in 
two shattered sections of the 
fuselage. The nose, with bodies 
of the Lake Central's senior pi- 
lot, John Horn, and his copilot, 
was found nearly a mile away. 


Horn. 45, who had been a 


Lake Central pilot since the 
line's first flight Nov. 12,1949, 
gave no indication of trouble 
before his last report that he 
was taking the plane from 8,000

A more 
severe disease and one for 
which no widely used vaccina- 
tion technique has been devel- 
oped. 


Actually, German measles - 


called Rubella - is a relatively 
mild malady when it occurs in 
children. But, when contracted 
by women during the first three 
months of pregnancy, the ru- 
bella virus can kill or cripple 
the newborn. 


While measles often is thought 


of as being a mild disease, 
Gardner said, it can be accom- 
panied by such serious compli- 
cations as pneumonia, deafness, 
sleeping sickness, mental re- 
tardation, and even death. 


"Our goal is to eliminate 


measles from the United States 
in 1967," the secretary said. 
"The surgeon general's target 
for this year is the vaccination 
of between 8 and 10 million chil- 
dren — all susceptible children 
between the ages of one and 
seven," 


Since measles vaccine was 


released for public use in 1963, 
the government estimates the 
number of cases has dropped 
from about 4 to 2 million a year.

cials, and certain aliens. 


If other college students are kept on this list 


of deferrables, they will probably be given five 
years or up to the age of 24 to obtain a degree. 
If deferments are continued for undergraduates, 
they will also be continued for apprentices in 
certain crafts. 


Under the new system, all men would be ex- 


amined to determine their physical and mental 
fitness soon after they reached the age of 18. 


Then, each year all those found eligible who 


reached the age of 19 (or used up their defer- 
ments) before a designated date would be placed 
in a selection pool, probably a single pool for 
the entire country. Through some random 
system, or lottery, the men in the pool would be 
placed into an order of call, and would be in- 
formed of their standing on the list. 


They would then be summoned to duty in that 


order, for induction at age 19, to fill the draft 
calls issued by the Department of Defense. 
Those not reached in this call-up period would 
drop to a much less vulnerable position on the 
list as an entirely new group of eligible men 
entered the pool. 


Since the pool of eligible men in any year is 


not likely to be exhausted, except in a war much 
larger than one now being fought in Vietnam, 
the men on the bottom half of the list would be 
virtually exempt. Only after all eligible 19-year- 
olds (and formerly deferred men entered in the 
pool as artificial 19.year-olds) were called would 
the 20-year-olds become vulnerable again, and 
so on through each age group to the age of 26. 


Previously deferred men would remain eligi- 


ble for call-up up to age 35. 


In drafting his message Johnson relied most 


on the report of the National Advisory Com- 
mission on Selective Service, a board of 20 
leaders from dfiierent fields led by Burke 
Marshall, former assistant attorney general 


•*-for civil rights. 


The President also had the conclusions of a 


study of the draft conducted for the House 
Armed Services Committee by a group led by 
Gen. Mark Clark, retired, and of a manpower 
and draft study conducted by Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara. 


All agreed, the President noted, that the draft 


was still essential to national security, mostly 
because it motivates volunteers and provides a 
system through which the country could rapidly 
enlarge its armed forces in a crisis. 


The studies also agreed that the youngest men, 


starting at age 19, should be called first. This 
would greatly reduce the uncertainties confront- 
ing the men, their families or employers; it 
would greatly reduce claims for dependency and 
occupational deferments, and it would give the 
armed forces younger men, who have been found 
generally more adaptable than older recruits. 


Until now, draft boards have been calling the 


older men first. 


In another move toward the commission's po- 


sition, the President acted to keep the reserves 
from becoming a sanctuary from the draft. He 
instructed McNamara to give priority in reserve 
admissions to youths between the ages of 17 
and ISVfe. 


The President also asked Congress to give 


him standby authority to draft men into reserve 
and national guard units.

WASfflNGTON-The Pentagon nas decided to provide new 


planes armed with macnme guns and rockets fnr the few 
hundred Air Force pilots in Vietnam wno now ily reconnais- 
sance missions over guerrilla positions in unarmed, single- 
engine Cessnas. 


These 
forward air controllers are assigned to American 


and South Vietnamese combat units. They spend hours each 
day winging low over jungles, marshes and mountains looking 
for signs of enemy activity. 


Blackshirted figures suddenly diving into the underbrush on 


hearing the plane's approach, a hut appearing overnight in a 
"deserted" hamlet, a herd of water buffalo grazing where 
they have not appeared before, flies at dusk in a strange place 
-any of these signs can alert the air controller to new guer- 
rilla activity. He then calls in a jet strike or a ground patrol 
to check the sighting.

manently" in return for an 
agreement to start negotiations. 


The central point in the Ad- 


ministration's refusal to talk 
nov- is that this is precisely 
vihat the North Vietnam Gov- 
ernment is asking. The Presi- 
dent agrees with Mr. Lippmann 
that it -nould be "absurd" to 
stop bombing "permanently" 
in return merely for a prom, 
ise to talk, but he insists on 
what Mr. Lippmann denies:that 
this is exactly what Hanoi is 
asking v, ashington to do. 


This raises the second po.nt

The keel of Victory was laid 
in great Chatham's wars, and 
the ship cost a mere 70,000 
pounds; yet Victory was stall 
fit to serve as Nelson's flag. 
ship and to lead the British 
line at Trafalgar. 


In contrast, America's Po- 


laris submarine fleet was com. 
Dieted 
hardly more than a 


couple of years ago, at a cost 
of many billions of dollars. 
Yet these submarines must now 
be modified, at a cost of stall 
further billions, to receive the 
new Poseidon missiles.

celerated to an almost frighten. 
ing degree, and this accelera- 
tion in turn continuously de- 
mands new defense choices of 
life-and«death importance and 
truly staggering cost. From the 
time of Harpalus until the time 
of McNamara, however, there 
had been hardly any change in 
the old way of making defense 
choices. 


The old way was for the 


services' senior officers 
to 


make defense choices by hunch, 
by rule of thumb and m the light 
of their own past experience. 
This was all very well until 
technology 
accelerated 
too 


greatly. But it was by no means 
well when cavalry generals be- 
gan to have to make choices 
about airplanes or when big. 
bomber generals had to make 
choices about missiles. 


V.'orse 
still, intersemce 


rivalries, ingrained bad habits 
and the sheer vastness of the 
defense establishment made the 
problem I have been trying to 
define the biggest, most tangled 
administrative problem in the 
history of the U. S. government. 
Almost 
miraculously McNa. 


mara cut straight through the 
tangle 
with an exceedingly- 


simple though radical solution, 


Briefly,, he . substituted sta* 


tistical Compilation and logical 
analysis for hunch, rule.of. 
thumb and the dictates of by. 
now-always-obsolete 
expen. 


ence. This was a wholly new 
way of making defense choices 
never before attempted. 
At 


first it caused great pain and 
outrage, but it is the heart and 
essence of the McNamara re- 
forms at the Pentagon. 


History suggests that very 


great military innovations, such 
as the McNamara reforms, tend 
in the end to have very great 
social-political consequences. 
Certainly the 
innovations of 


Harpalus 
had 
such conse. 


quences 
and so have many 


others in the past. About this 
matter, 
however, one must 


rather apprehensively wait and 
see, except in one respect. 


In brief, the McNamara re- 


forms 
produced 
completely 


ready, 
completely 
trained 


armed forces — the first such 
forces the United States has 
ever had in peacetime. For 
good or ill, this in turn pro. 
duced the Vietnamese war. For 
we should have been most un- 
likely to enter the war if the 


armed forces had not been com- 
pletely ready. And if we had 
entered the war with unready 
forces, as in Korea in 1950, 
the result would have been 
catastrophic. 


Such, then, is the nght way 


to measure RobertMcNaniara's 
achievement. In the light of 
history it may appear still 
greater than it does today for 
the reasons above noted. Mean, 
while, however, McNamara re- 
mains a puzzle because this 
strange man is not what he 
seems. 


Far from being a human 


computer, as so often reported, 
he is exceedingly humane,gen. 
erous and kindly — unless pro. 
voked 
to 
sternness by in. 


efficiency, which he detests. 
Far from being narrow and 
mechanical, he is a man of the 
widest interests, close, indeed, 
to being learned. And far from 
being a hawk with bloodstained 
talons, he has been about the 
strongest single influence on 
the side of keeping the Vietna- 
mese war sanely limited, both 
in methods and in aims. 


The real reason why he is 


an obsessive puzzle at the mo- 
ment, however, is that he is 
so obviously far less at ease 
as a war minister than he used 
to be as a defense minister. He 
does not speak with the same 
clear voice as in the past. He 
is reluctant to claim progress. 
He is hesitant to hail accom» 
plishment. 


Partly, no doubt, this is be. 


cause it must always be diffi- 
cult for a truly humane man 
tc be a successful war minis, 
ter. Yet one suspects that the 
real trouble is that once you 
get into a war, statistical com. 
Dilation and logical analysis 
lose much of their value,while 
hunch, rule-of.thumb and past 
experience walk in the other 
door. Here, perhaps, is the true 
source of McNamara's visible 
unease, which by no means 
diminishes the immense debt 
that is owing to him.

WASHINGTON — The Senate Ethics Commit. 


tee, in its probe into the tangled finances of 
Sen. Tom Dodd, D.Conn., shouldn't stop with the 
campaign contributions he stuffed into his own 
pocket. 


Even more important is the story of how Dodd 


has used his Senate influence to make a fast 
buck. We have already cited examples of how he 
intervened with the government 
to seek favors for people who 
slipped him cash, furnished him 
with automobiles andflewhim 
around in private planes. 


The key to his private deals 


is gray, grizzled Ed Sullivan, a 
Senate employee who seems to 
be in charge of the Senator's 
fund raising, both personal and 
political. Sullivan 
sends the 


Senator cryptic r e p o r t s , 
scrawled in a shaky hand on lined yellow paper. 


Scarcely a month after Dodd had taken the 


oath as Senator, he received his first proposi- 
tions from Sullivan. 


"Frank is interested in an S.B.L. (Small 


Business loan), "wrote Sullivan on February 
4, 1959. "He has not applied and intended to 
talk with us before making a move. He plans to 
give me a preview of the situation Monday, Feb. 
9. According to the papers, you will be here 
Feb. 10. Maybe on the plane you could think 
this over; 


"1. Fee for procurement work. 
"2. Getting a share of stock, plus an arrange, 


ment that would bring a steady income. This is 
a good business and a lot can be done for him. 
He knows the business, appreciates the value of 
spending money in the right places and has 
never bad enouKh capital to handle his growth. 


"These, of course, are my ideas. I will only 


try to promote them after you tell me to ...

The Truth About Pressure 


By AL \Vorthington 
Star Pitcher of the Minnesota Twins 


I remember the occasion years ago in high school when I 


was asked to give a report before the studenty body. My heart 
was pounding so hard I thought I -,vas going to die. Somehow, 
before a blur of faces, I stumbled through my talk. 


Later I discovered that this kind of stage fright is fairly 


common, According to psycholog-sts. the basic reason for 
such extreme nervousness is self-centeredness—or a matter of 
too much ego. 


I didn't understand any of this in high school, 


nor later when I became a professional base. 
ball pitcher. There seemed no connection at all 
between a speech before a large group of people 
(which I dreaded) and throwing a baseball for 
the San Francisco Giants before a big crowd 
of sports fans (which I enjoyed). 


The situation changed when I became a late.

A relief, pitcher must be ready to replace 


the starting pitcher when he tires late in the 
game. Often he is called into the most pressure-

packed moment. 


It is a long walk from the bullpen across the field. Up to 


50,000 fans are shouting at him. Millions more watch his every 
move on television. 


No wonder this kind of pressure can make a player's legs go 


numb and his brain freeze with indecision. 


When I took this long walk, it got so that my heart began to 


pound furiously just as it did during that high school talk. 
My stomach felt as if it were being jabbed with hot knives. 


As a result, I often failed to do the job. Soon my stomach 


hurt so much that there were times when I was physically un. 
able to pitch. The result was that during the next few years 
I moved from the Giants to the Red Sox, to Minneapolis, to the 
White Sox and then back to the minor leagues. 


The year of my big inner change was 1958, I was with the 


Giants then and we were playing at home at the same time Billy 
Graham was holding his San Francisco crusade. My wife Shirley 
suggested one night that we attend a meeting. Why not? 


When Dr. Graham began to preach, however, an annoying 


thing began to happen. My heart began to pound harder and hard- 
er. 


The Evangelist was asking us to give our lives to the Lord 


Jesus Christ. 


Inside I was saying, "He's not talking about me. I'm already 


a Christian. Why, I've practically grown up in the church, I've 
even taught a Sunday school class." 


Then why was I feeling so much pressure inside? And when Dr. 


Graham made his final challenge for us to go forward, why did I 
feel such a strong inner desire to do so? 


Just as I was about to get on my feet, another voice said: 


"Don't do it, Al. Someone might recognize you as a ball player. 
You can't afford to be embarrassed in front of all those people." 


So I stayed in my seat, feeling dissatisfied with myself. Later 


that night we went to another ball player's home-Bob Speake's- 
"irhere six of us talked for hours. I w^s defensive and repeated 
to them how active I was in the church and—yes—there was that 
Sunday school class I had taught. 


Filially, one of those present turned to me and said, "Al, 


salvation is not something you earn. It's a gift from God," 


That statement stopped me cold. It became clear to me that 


I was a Christian only in the sense that I had accepted a faith 
passed on to me by my parents. Never had I on my own made a 
commitment to God. 


Several nights later we went back to the crusade. This time 


I did accept the challenge. I told Christ I was turning my whole 
heart over to Him. I was trusting Him. I was making my break 
with the old ego-centered life. It was a decision made with my 
mind, not nr. emotions. 


it soon, became obvious that this change mm;, spiritual life had 


also made a change in my emotional and physical life. I first 
noticed it when I was asked togive a speech before a high school 
group. I had such a desire toteli these young people about Jesus 
Christ that I forgot about myself and my pounding heart. 


What it proved to me was that the more I centered on Him, 


the less problem I had with my ego and with pressure. It also 
told me that perhaps I could go into those tense, late-inning 
situations as a relief pitcher and not tighten up and lose my 
effectiveness. 


My chance to go back to the major leagues came in 1964 


when the Minnesota Twins gave me a contract. The extreme 
inner tension was gone. I won 10 games that year and saved 
14 others. 


The next year 1965 went even better. One game in Boston 


was fairly typical. It was the last of the ninth inning; Minne- 
sota was leading 3-2. Boston had two men 01. base and th,ere 
were two outs. I was calleu in as a relief pitcher to protect 
our lead and get the final out, in a noisy pressured situation. 


As I walked to the pitcher's mound, I prayed, "Lord, this is 


just another ball game. Anything and everything I do is for Your 
glory. That's all I care about." I forgot the crowd, forgot the 
television camera, forgot my fluttering stomach. 


The count on the batter reached 3 and 2, My catcher signaled 


for a curve-ball. I was amazed. A curve was my worst pitch, 
I shrugged, 
threw the curve. Surprised, the batter swung 


awkwardly. Missed. We had won another game, and went on 
to win the American League pennant, beating out the New York 
Yankees for the first time in six years. 


I wish I could say the problem of my ego has been solved 


once and for all* Not so. Every day I have to deal with it in 
some way. And always it comes down to a prayer where I 
admit my weakness and ask for His strength.

As of February 16, figures

manager of the Atlanta Braves last season. A couple of his 
coaches were not on speaking terms with him only when they 
bad to and Eddy Mathews didn't talk to him at all. 


The morale of the ball club had begun to approach the vanish, 


ing point and yet the front office hesitated to make a change. 
These carpetbaggers were seeking to consolidate their posi- 
tion as the flower of the Confederacy after switching the fran. 
chise from Milwaukee. There was no major dispute or incident 
between Brash Bobby, a man of great personal charm, and the 
rest of his team. There was just an accumulation of petty 
peeves and annoyances. 


But by Aug. 9 the power-packed Braves were floundering 


with a 52-59 record. So the ax landed on Bragan's unbowed 
neck and the mild.mannered Billy Hitchcock, a coach, was 
elevated to the managerial job.

'Brain Drain' Not Caused 
By Lax U.S. Immigration

need to improve their own po- 
litical and economic conditions 
to keep their talent at home, 
government witnesses told a 
Senate subcommittee here yes- 
terday.

Eugene V. Rostow, under sec- 
retary of state for political af- 
fairs, opposed tightening of 
United States immigration laws 
to keep out the skilled and pro- 
fessional manpower that some 
nations complain they are los- 
ing to the U.S. 


"Let us help not by reducing 


the movement of students and 
other trained people here," 
Rostow said, " but by increasing 
the outflow of our own students 
and experts who can help the 
developing nations transform 
their own institutions." 


Rostow and two other men 


testified at a hearing on the 
brain drain headed by Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., act. 
ing chairman of the immigra- 
tion and naturalization subcom- 
mittee Of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 


Kennedy said he had under- 


taken the hearings because of 
"alarm in many quarters" that 
U.S. immigration policies were 
causing the brain drain. 


Witnesses besides Rostow 


were 
Charles Frankel, as- 


sistant secretary of state for 
educational and cultural affairs, 
and Charles V. Kidd, executive 
secretary of the federal council 


for science and technology. 


Frankel said that of 323,040 


immigrants last year, 30,039 
— 9.3 per cent—were profes- 
sional and technical workers. 


Liberalization of the immi- 


gration law in 1965 did not seem 
to add substantially to the Influx 
of talent and' skill, he said. In 
1965, 
the figure was 28,790 and 


in 1964 it was 28,756 he said. 


Kennedy suggested that the 


UjS. call for an international 
conference, through the United 
Nations, to study the problem. 


Rostow said that in many cas- 


es advanced countries had done 
little to offset the drain of talent 
and skills through higher sal- 
aries and research budgets. 


In some other cases, he said, 


"nothing can be done to halt 
the migration of trained man- 
power from a weak, unstable 
or tyrannical country, one which 
denies intellectual freedom, or 
fails itself to adopt vigorous and 
progressive policies for im- 
proving higher education, re- 
search, and the activities of 
society in which the higher 
skills are used and appreci- 
ated."

HEMORRHOIDS 


Hemorrhoids are two sets of blood vessels that line 


the walls of the rectum. The internal lie under the mem- 
branes of the rectum and the external are beneath *he 
skin that encircles the outlet. These vessels have no 
valves and in this respect differ from veins elsewhere 
in the body. Without this safeguard they become over* 
distended when the individual stands or strains. Their 
location also predisposes them to inflammation,obstruc. 
tion, and bleeding. 


Heredity plays a role; some men and women are born 


with weak tissues that give when the strain is too great. 
These persons may develop hemorrhoids early in life. 


Symptoms rarely occur unless one of the external 


veins increases in size and projects to the outside. In 
this stage there is vague soreness which goes away when 
swelling subsides. Constipation, straining at stool, being 
jostled, or lifting heavy objects aggravates the disorder. 
Anything that increases pressure in the abdomen such 
as pregnancy or tumors also complicates matters. 


Some victims are never bothered beyond this. Re- 


currences take place following periods of fatigue or 
overindulgence in food and drink. Bleeding may allevi- 
ate the condition because swelling and irritation sub- 
side when the vein is empty. As a rule external piles 
respond to rest and cleanliness. 


Internal hemorrhoids usually are less troublesome 


unless they become inflamed or rupture. The resultant 
swelling is painful and occ ;ionally leads to temporary 
incapacity. 


Cleanliness minimizes the infection but remove all 


traces of soap because the chemical may increase irri- 
tation. Lubricants, suppositories, and hot sitz baths
